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Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the nearest 
prior art, Howland et al, discloses a method of producing paper comprising an additive 
made by reaction of a carboxylic acid with a polyamine to form products having amide 
moieties, but no tertiary amine moieties. Other prior art, Drach et al (4720383), 
discloses a process of treating cellulose pulp by adding the reaction product of a 
carboxylic acid and a polyamine made using two step reaction sequence to produce 
imidazoline moieties, which comprise tertiary amines. Drach et al then quaternizes the 
imidazoline moieties to convert the tertiary amine to a quaternary amine (col 5, lines 15- 
67). There is no disclosure or suggestion in the prior art to make paper by adding the 
claimed reaction product comprising tertiary amine moieties that have not been 
quaternized.
